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REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  1946.  Having  taken  up  the  position  of  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  District  on  1st  November,  the  Report  is  mainly 
based  on  the  records  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  M.  E.  Kayton. 

The  fall  in  the  infantile  mortality  figure  might  be  taken  as 
one  indication  of  how  the  health  of  the  District  has  improved 
while  Dr.  Kayton  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  his  first  Annual 
Report  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  111.7  per  1,000  live  births 
and  in  1946  this  rate  had  fallen  to  50.6.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  erection  and  organising  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  which 
Dr.  Kayton  played  such  a leading  part  has  been  in  no  small  way 
responsible  for  this  remarkable  improvement.  However,  the  figures 
are  still  above  those  for  the  whole  country,  and  further  improve- 
ment can  only  be  brought  about  by  the  people  of  the  District 
availing  themselves  more  of  the  facilities  offered  to  them  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Organisations. 

The  position  as  regards  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  very 
creditable  as  far  as  school  children  are  concerned.  This  figure 
has  been  estimated  at  95.4%  of  all  school  children  in  the  District. 
There  is  a slight  fall  in  the  immunisation  of  children  between  one 
and  five,  and  everything  must  be  done  to  ensure  that  parents 
understand  the  risk  they  are  taking  in  not  having  their  children 
immunised.  That  immunisation  is  having  a beneficial  effect  on 
the  health  of  the  District  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  two  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case 
the  patient  was  over  school  age. 

During  the  year  a start  has  been  made  on  the  new  housing 
programme  but  this  has  not  advanced  as  quickly  as  was  hoped, 
due  chiefly  to  lack  of  materials.  This  shortage  of  materials  has 
also  been  a problem  where  repairs  have  been  necessary  to  comply 
with  notices  from  the  Health  Department.  Indeed,  the  position 
is  such  that  the  general  standard  of  housing  is  deteriorating  due 


to  maintenance  work  being  left  undone  until  major  defects  have 
arisen. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Council,  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and 
to  the  Officials  in  the  other  Departments  for  the  welcome  and  very 
generous  help  they  have  given  me  since  taking  up  my  position  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  21  deaths  of  Infants  registered  during  the  year. 
Of  these  12  were  boys  and  9 girls. 

This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  of  50.6  per  1,000  live  births, 
as  compared  with  47.8  of  the  previous  year.

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The  analysis  of  these  deaths  shows  that  twelve  died  during 
the  first  week  of  life,  which  rather  indicates  that  the  deaths  were 
due  in  some  way  to  the  dangers  associated  with  childbirth  and 
to  developmental  abnormalities.  Our  efforts  to  lower  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  must  be  directed  towards  more  careful  ante-natal 
care  and  immediate  hospitalization  for  difficult  cases.  In  the 
case  of  premature  babies,  it  is  felt  that  these  too  should  be  admitted 
to  hospital  immediately,  as  only  in  very  few  cases  can  these  be 
adequately  treated  at  home.

These  are  held  in  the  Clinic  Building,  Urban  Road.  There 
were  98  sessions  held  during  the  year.  The  total  attendances  at 
all  sessions  were  5,639.  Of  these  3,477  were  children  under  1 year, 
and  2,162  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  Of  the  children 
attending  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  1946,  303  were  under 
1 year  of  age,  and  34  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  The 
attendances  made  by  children  from  South  Ward  were  732.

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Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Fifty-one  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1946,  and  312 
individual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a total  of  648  attend- 
ances. This  works  out  at  73.2%  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the 
district  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  given  by 
the  Clinic. 

Of  the  312  cases,  we  had  to  send  17  to  a specialist  for  further 
advice,  in  other  words,  about  5.4%  of  the  cases. 

16  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Women’s 
Hospital,  Nottingham.  63  Mothers  were  sent  to  the  Mansfield 
and  Basford  Institutions  owing  to  “ unsuitable  home  conditions  ” 
and  5 cases  were  sent  for  X-Ray. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Services. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  one  of  the  School 
Dental  Officers  employed  by  the  County  Council  undertakes  dental 
treatment  for  the  Urban  District  Council. 

He  holds  one  session  a week  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  work  con- 

/ 

sists  of  extractions,  Filings,  X-Rays,  and  dentures,  available  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children.

Home  Help  Service. 

In  accordance  with  various  Circulars  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  (question  of  starting  a Home  Help  Service  for  the 
District  had  been  discussed  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
on  several  occasions.  It  was  considered  doubtful  whether  this 
Service  would  be  utilised  by  the  residents  of  the  District,  as  it 
was  felt  that  most  of  them  were  able  to  make  private  arrangements 
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in  sickness  and  maternity  cases.  It  was  finally  decided  that  only 
by  inaugurating  the  Scheme  would  it  be  possible  to  come  to  a 
definite  conclusion  regarding  the  need  for  the  proposed  Service. 

In  November,  a Scheme  was  put  into  operation.  Two  suitable 
people  were  employed  as  full-time  Home  Helps  and  in  December, 
one  more  person  was  taken  on  for  part-time  duties.  The  Scheme 
was  publicised  as  much  as  possible,  firstly  by  Health  Visitors 
and  District  Midwives,  secondly  by  notices  in  the  local  paper  and 
thirdly  by  posters  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

It  is  still  much  too  early  to  give  an  opinion  regarding  the 
success  of  the  Scheme.  The  indications  are  that  with  suitable 
personnel  as  Home  Helps  and  with  the  interest  taken  in  the  Scheme 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it 
will  prove  most  useful  in  the  case  of  hardship  in  the  home  and  also 
in  reducing  the  demand  on  the  very  limited  hospital  accommodation 
available. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Section  C. 

1 . — Water. 

The  deep  wells  belonging  to  the  Council  did  not  yield  sufficient 
water  to  supply  the  whole  of  the  district.  For  this  reason  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 
for  a limited  supply  of  water  to  be  made  available  from  their  mains. 
In  the  past  year,  over  26  million  gallons  of  water  were  obtained 
from  this  source.  Other  sources  of  water  supply  to  houses  in  the 
district  are  as  follows  : — - 

1.  The  Butterley  Colliery  Company  supply  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Summit 
Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24  cottages  in  the 
Pinxton  side  of  the  district. 

3.  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supply  42 
houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  district. 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the  district 
has  a piped  supply. 

An  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  explore  the  possibilities 
of  obtaining  a bigger  supply  of  water  from  the  Council's  own  wells. 
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Trial  bores  were  made  in  the  North  and  South  headings  of  the  wells 
and  the  results  showed  that  extension  of  the  headings  would 
increase  the  total  water  supply  by  a considerable  amount. 

Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were  carried 
out  of  the  Council’s  water  supply  and  the  results  showed  that  the 
water  was  satisfactory  both  in  its  chemical  and  bacterial  quality 
A typical  result  is  as  follows  —

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At  the  time  work  was  in  progress  with  the  trial  bores  a few 
samples  showed  bacterial  contamination  and  it  was  considered 
necessary  to  increase  the  chlorine  dosage  from  0.1  to  0.2  parts  per 
million,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  only  in  the  raw  water  that 
signs  of  contamination  were  found. 

Results  of  examination  of  the  Butterley  Company’s  water 
supply  have  consistently  proved  satisfactory  in  chemical  and 
bacterial  quality. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  only  problem  regarding  the  water 
supply  is  the  question  of  insufficient  quantity.  The  lack  of  water 
has  not  been  so  marked  this  year  due  to  the  considerable  amount 
obtained  from  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council.  How- 
ever, there  have  been  repeated  complaints  from  the  Sutton  Road 
area  regarding  shortage  of  supply  ; this  may  be  due  in  part  to  a 
lack  of  pressure  in  this  end  of  the  district.  This  shortage  is  liable 
to  be  accentuated  in  the  near  future  with  the  progress  of  the  housing 
programme.  As  the  supply  from  Sutton-in-Ashfield  is  limited, 
immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  for  the  whole  district,  particularly  those  areas  most  liable 
to  be  affected  by  a shortage. 

2. — Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  no  important  additions  were  made  to  the 
Council’s  sewage  disposal  scheme.  A general  inspection  of  the 
sewage  works  was  carried  out  in  November  and  it  was  obvious 
that  the  whole  installation  requires  urgent  overhaul  and  numerous 
repairs.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  results  of  analyses  of  the  effluent 
supplied  by  the  County  Analyst,  many  of  which  indicate  that  the 
final  effluents  were  unsatisfactory. 

Many  complaints  were  received  in  the  Health  Department 
concerning  the  question  of  drains  overflowing  during  times  of 
heavy  rain.  The  cause  of  this  is  almost  certainly  due  to  the  main 
sewers  not  having  the  capacity  to  deal  with  the  increased  volume 
of  water  entering  the  sewers.

I beg  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  as  your  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Housing. 

Housing  repair  work  was  again  greatly  restricted  during  1946, 
but  every  effort  was  made  to  remedy  the  more  serious  defects. 

The  shortage  of  labour  and  certain  materials  hindered  the  depart- 
ment in  obtaining  compliance  with  notices. 

178  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  130  were 
repaired.  This  figure  includes  16  brought  forward  from  1945. 

Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During 
the  year  23  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  water  test  before 
being  filled  in. 

530  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  choked  drains. 

38  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following  examinations 
as  a result  of  complaints  or  for  other  reasons. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams.

There  were  179  interviews  with  owners  of  property  during 
the  year. 

Complaint  was  made  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
regarding  the  non-compliance  with  abatement  notices  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  93,  served  upon  the  owner  of 
one  house  in  the  District.  The  Court  made  a Nuisance  Order 
requiring  the  works  to  be  executed  within  8 weeks  and  imposed 
a fine  of  £1.  The  works  were  subsequently  executed  by  the 
owner. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  possess  a public  mortuary  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Department. 

It  is  only  a temporary  type  of  building  and  unsatisfactory  in 
many  respects.  It  is  essential  that  more  suitable  premises  with 
adequate  facilities  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Karrier  and  Dennis  on  the 
relay  system,  a team  of  11  men  to  the  two  vehicles.  The  Bedford 
lorry  is  used  for  collecting  refuse  from  the  outer  districts  and  for 
other  work  in  the  Department. 

During  the  year  3,050  loads  of  refuse  comprising  7,693  tons 
13  cwts.  were  collected.  (This  tonnage  figure  is  estimated  from 
periodic  test  weighings.)
